LETTER WRITTEN IN 
CELL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
T's trial of Mrs. Jane O’Brien (60), who 


is ch with the murder on March 
26th of her nephew, John Cousins ; 
with whom she resided on a farm at Sanc- 


Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. J. A, 
McCarthy (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) prosecuted; Mr. Albert E. Wood, K.C,, 
and Mr. R. Brereton Barry (instructed by 
Messrs. M. J. O'Connor. and Co.) defended, 

Sergeant Hanley, Rosslare Strand, con- 
tinuing his evidence, said that he found on 
the premises of the accused woman a saw 
with traces of fresh sawdust, With the ex- 
ception of the bush cut at the gate where 
Jobn Cousins was shot he found no freshly- 
sawn timber in or about the place, 

On Easter Sunday (the night after the al- 
leged murder) witness was with Chief Super- 
intendent McCarthy in Mrs. O'Brien's house 
when he told her that he had reason to be- 
lieve that the gun that murdered John 
Cousins was concealed in the house. He 
cautioned her, and she said: '' The gun that 
murdered John Cousins? I never saw a gun 
in this house with John Cousins or any other 
body. I tell you there is no gun here. My 
God, you don’t say I know anything about 
the murder of poor John Cousins’? " 


FINDING OF A GUN. 

The Guards and Mrs, O’Brien went up to 
her room, where the Chief Superintendent 
said to her: ‘‘J know the gun is here; please 
band it over; we know all about ‘it. We 
know the person who cut the bush in the 
lane where the shot. was fired at John 
Consins; save us the trouble of further 
search.” The prisoner then pointed to the 
bed in the room. Chief Superintendent 
McCarthy found a single-barrelled gun in the 
bed underneath two mattresses. There was a 
amell of freshly discharged powder from the 
gun, 

The prisoner was ‘then arrested, and made 
a statement relating the happenings of the 
day in her house at Sanctuary, the return of 
her son and of John Cousins from their work, 
and théir leaving in the evening. In that 
she stated that she had never handled a saw 
to work it, and she did not know that John 
Cousins was courting a girl in Sanctuary. 

After his father’s death she discussed mat- 
ters with him, and said that he would be 
getting marri and she might go out on 
the road. He said that he would not think 
of marrying “while she. was there, and. .he 
would not forget her son. John either. 
Cousins’s. father, her brother, made no, will, 
and John, his only son, was to get the place. 
John Cousins did not tell her he was getting 
married, and she did not know anything 
about it . ' 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the witness 
said that at 4 a.m. on Sunday. he searched 
John Consins’s room for threatening letters. 


POLITICAL MURDER . THEORY. 

Mr. Wood—This incident happened after 
the general election’—It was about sixteen 
days after it. . 

Are you aware that Cousins. acted as a 
Cumann na nGaedheal personating agent ’— 
That is so. , 

Was it your first theory that the death of 
John Cousins was due to political causes ?— 
Yes; I admit I had that opinion at first. 

Superintendent O'Halloran, then in charge 
of Wexford district, said that in -Mrs, 
O’Brien’s house he found four diaries, a 
dozen picture postcards; also a letter and 
four postcards addressed to John Cousins. He 
sent these to Captain Quirke, handwriting 
expert. 

Mr. Wood—Farly in the morning of March 
27th were you suspicious of any person ex- 
cept the accused woman ?—Í was, 


NOT A “TRAP QUESTION.” 

Chief Superintendent McCarthy, Wexford, 
gave evidence that. while he was taking the 
gun from the bed and. examining it the ac- 
cused woman was in a very excited condi 
tion. i 
Cross-examined by Mr.. Wood, he said that 
he had no suspicions of Mrs, O'Brien when 
he first saw her at 10 a.m. on Sunday. It was 
her demeanour in the bedroom that evening 
that made him say to her that he knew the 
gun was in that room, 

Mr. Wood—When you said to the. woman, 
“Where is the gun that murdered John 
Cousins? " had you the idea of setting a 
deadly trap for her’—I had not, 

Did you not put the question in that shape 
because you wanted an admission from her’ 

That is not so. 

Detective Sergeant Hart stated that while 
speaking to Mrs, O’Brien on Sunday even- 
ing he noticed a slight cut on the back of 
her hand. When he drew her attention to it 
she said: ‘‘ It may have been the cat or the 
dog, but at any rate it was not the bush.” 
Up to that he had not said anything about 
a bush. 


LETTER TO A SISTER. 

Guard Driscoll ‘stated that in George's 
street, barracks on Monday he wrote at Mrs. 
O’Brien’s request a letter to her sister in 
England. It read:— 

‘Sad news, 1 was ‘arrested last night for 
the shooting of John Cousins: You have 
seen by my letters of late there was trouble. 
He threatened me several times with the gun, 
and told me to clear out last Saturday and 
be out of the house before he came home. | 
told him I would not leave without being 
compensated, ”’ 

To Mr. Wood, he stated that he did not 
warn the accused.of the effect of the letter. 

George Cooke, firearms dealer, Wexford, 
gave evidence that the. cartridge case given 
up by Mrs O’Bren exactly fitted the gun, 
both of which had been submitted to him for 
examination. He came to the conclusion that 
the particular cartridge was fired out of that 
particular gun. ‘The wad pe r cover and

Mr. FitzGerald read an affidavit of Mr. 
Robert. M. Kieran, solicitor (Messrs. Cartan 
(O'Meara and Kieran) m support of the 
application. Mr. Kieran, in this affidavit, 
stated’ he was advised that. various documents 
which were necessary for the purpose of the 
defendant’s case and which were in the 
ylaintiff’s possession, had not been disclésed. 
i particular he referred to the ‘‘ Indict- 
ment’’ by Saor Eire, published iu 1931; to 
an atticle entitled ‘‘An Irishman Answers 
the Pope,’’ which purported to be written 
by the plaintiff. and was published in the 
Daily Worker of 19th March, 1930, and was 
in the form of an open letter written by the 
plaintiff. to Cardinal MacRory; and to an 
article which purported to be written by the 
laintiff, published in the Workers’ Voice of 
2th April, 1930, and contained a description 
of a peasants’ congress in Berlin, by which 
it would seem that the plaintiff was present 
und made a speech. 

Mr. Kieran further stated in his affidavit 
that there were also various articles published 
by the plaintiff in An Phoblacht. He had 
applied to that newspaper for copies of the 
issues containing these articles, and received a 
letter from the publishers stating that they 
had not the copies required. On a previous 
occasion he obtained without difficulty from 
the publishers three copies of back numbers of 
the paper. A lot of material with reference 
to the matters in question in the action con- 
sisted of pamphlets and papers written in 
Russian and German. It had been a matter 
of considerable difficulty to have these perused 
and translated, and it had not yet been 
possible for him to have this work completed. 


THE PLAINTIFF'S. BOOKS. 

Opposing the application, Mr. Lynch, 
K.C., who, with Mr. Joseph O’Connor, K.C., 
and Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by Messrs. 
Kennedy and McGonagle), appeared for the 
plaintiff, said that publication was made by 
one of the defendants and printed by the other 
of a statement that the plaintiff, with six 
other students, was sent in 1929 to the Lenin 
College in Moscow to study the technique of 
revolution. In two affidavits, already sworn 
by the plaintiff, he said that he had never 
been in Russia. 

The defence said that it was no libel to say 
of a person, who was not an anti-Christian 
and not an anti-Catholic, and who was well 
known in literature, that he went to Moscow 
to study the technique of Russian revolution 
for the purpose of applying it to this country. 

Was the’ plaintiff .ever engaged in pro- 
paganda or in any. movement to establish a 
Soviet here on the lines of the Russian Soviet? 
Two of his books were adopted by Catholic 
s$ócieties in America as being’ the best books 
on Irish Catholic life published this year. 

In a further affidavit the plaintiff stated for 
the third time that he had never been in 
Russia, and that he had made discovery of 
his passport. He submitted that it was un- 
fair to him that an application should be made 
for the adjournment of the case. 

Mr. O'Connor said that the trouble arose 
over the very robust affidavit sworn to by the 
defendant last April. He submitted that the 
application for adjournment was not bona 
fide, but was made for the purpose of putting 
the trial back until November: 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was not 
satisfied with twa of the grounds in the 
application—-viz., that the plaintiff's affidavits 
were defective, and that material documents 
were not disclosed. Owing to the peculiar 
character of the case, the defendant possibly 
did require time to have documents in German 
and Russian translated. He granted the 
application. for adjournment until Monday, 
subject to the defendant’s paying the costs of 
the motion. 

Accordingly, the case was fixed for trial on 
Monday. next.

ADMISSIBILITY OF SOLICITOR’S 
NOTES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing was resumed of the creditors’ 
administration suit in relation to the estate 
of the late Alderman Alfred Wormser Harris, 
of Dublin, in which Mr. Walter Wormser 
Harris, a stockjobber, of Warnford. court, 
Throgmorton street, London, and Mr. 
William McMahon, an accountant, of 64 
Queen's road, Twickenham, Middlesex, on 
behalf of themselves and all other creditors of 
the estate, brought an action claiming to be 
creditors of the estate in the sum of £21,506, 
under a series of documents executed in 1915. 
They asked to have the real and personal 
estate of Alderman Harris administered by 
the Court. 

The defendant, Mr. Septimus Drummond 
Lambert, solicitor, 35 South Frederick street, 
Dublin, who was sued as executor of the will 
and codicils of the late Alderman Harris, 
denied that the money claimed was due and 
payable out.of the estate of Alderman Harris, 
and counter-claimed to have a deed of settle- 
ment of December ól, 1915, relied on by the 
plaintiffs, rectified. 

Mr. Justice Meredith gave judgment on a 
point raised with regard to the admissibility 
of notes made by the late Mr. Giltrap (of 
Messrs. Giltrap and Lambert. solicitors) of 
the interview he had with Mr. Mills, the 
London solicitor for the plaintiffs. His lord- 
ship decided to admit these documents.

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“BIRDS OF THE SALTEES. 


By A Spectat. CORRESPONDENT. 


BOUT four miles from the Wexford 
A coast lie a couple of small rocky 
islands. These are the Saltees, the 
far-famed seabird haunt where untold 
thousands of birds make their homes and rear 
their young every year. It is a varied popu- 
lation, guillemots and razorbills scuffle and 
scramble on the rocky ledges of the cliffs, 
with puffins, whose gaudy bills and dumpy 
appearance have not inaptly gained for them 
the name of sea-parrot. The more imacces- 
sible portions of the cliff are occupied by 
the kittiwake, most gentle and dainty of 
gulls, whose delicate greys and whites form 
a pleasant. contrast to the bold, black coats 
and almost aggressively snowy shirt fronts of 
the guillemots and razorbills. 

The meadows and uplands are thronged 
with herring-gulls and black backs, who, 
when not eugaged in brooding their dark- 
hued eggs, or satisfying the appetites of 
their chicks, soar. clamorously round and 
round, adding their screams to the wild babel 
of bird cries which envelopes the island. 
Recently ‘I was offeged the chance to visit 
the islands. and one fine morning found me 
setting forth from Kylemore Harbour on the 
motor vessel, Macushla, bound for this 
ornithological paradise. 

(Our goal was the Great Saltee, an island 
about 250 acres in extent; for strangely 
enough the lesser island boasts little or no 
resident bird life. Ere we were a quarter- 
way across the sound we had our first glimpse 
of the bird population; a small flock of 
gannets rose from the waves, and sailed out 
of sight with the splendid, effortless grace 
which characterises these birds. During the 
voyage one of our boatmen regaled us with 
stories of the islands. He said that at one 
time a rocky causeway connected the islands 
with the mainiand, the ruins of which are 
to be seen to-duy. Furthermore, this cause- 
way, or St. Patrick s Bridge, as they call 
it, strongly resents any imterference. ‘Ihe 
elements .may, and do, disrupt and fling 
it down, but woe betide the rash mortal who 
attempts to remove any of the stones. 
Retribution soon follows. Apparently the 
gemus Íoc is capable of inflicting salutary 
punishment, and judging by the subsequent 
iM-luck which dogged the last two stone 
pilferers, he is best left severely alone. 

On near approach the islands present a 
strikingly beautiful appearance, the larger 
particularly. Years ago a thriving farm 
occupied its slopes, and though to-day only 
a skeleton house and a few ruins remain 
standing, some of the original produce exists 
in the shape of mustard which, run wild 
and self-sown, colours the deserted fields with 
great banks of bright yellow bloom, and 
surges breast high like a sulphur-hued flood 
about the tumbhng walls of the outhouses. 
Acres and acres of wild bluebells are spread 
across the hillsides, and with the sprouting 
bracken, green turf and golden mustard, 
make a picture of rare loveliness. 

On landing we made our way to the de- 
serted farmhouse, which is in much better 
repair than it looks from a distance. The 
fields and gardens are wild and overgrown, 
and a crow has nested in a stunted sycamore 
in the kitchen garden, the houses and some 
farm machinery rusting in the fields remain 
sole evidence of human occupancy. Under- 
neath a wall is a spring of a 
of the finest quality, a veritable boon to pic- 
nic parties, The crumbling walls are 
decorated with the names of visitors from all 
parts, notably one bright young thing from 
Colorado. 

After lunch we set off on a preliminary 
tour, and on top of the hill behind the farm 
we came upon a prosperous colony of gulls 
nesting amid a thick carpet of bluebells. It 
was a charming spectacle, the big, snow-white 
birds nestl ng in the deep blue flowers, where 
one had to. tread cofharsy. á to avoid walking 
on one of the hollows lined with dried grass 
and weeds, which formed their nests. Many 
of the eggs were hatched, and the newly-freed 
young lay sprawling among the flowers, very 
conspicuous in their fluffy pepper-and-salt 
down. Overhead circled the parents, mainly 
herring gulls, with an occasional black-back, 
fierce, piratical and freebooting, with an eye 
to unguarded chicks or eggs, Beyond that 
field, on the easterly side of the island, are 
the great bird-haunted cliffs. On the cliff- 
teps, down the rabbit burrows in the sandy 


soil, the grotesque puffins nest in tens of | 


thousands, | 

They squat outside their homes, resting 
after their exertions, while others come hurry- 
ing in from the fishing grounds with rows 
of small fish in their gaudy beaks. How they 
manage to hold their prey in such a position 
and yet captire more speaks well for the 
dexterity of this quaint auk. 

Underneath the turf is honeycombed with

who is endangering the nursery. What the 
rabbits think of their self-invited guests is 
not. known; presumably they accept the 
situation with the placidity begotten 
of long usage, and increase the accom- 
modation if recessary, though the puffin 
is quite capable of conducting his own exca- 
vations. As one approaches near the cliffs 
the turmoil of birds becomes well-night 
deafening, and what a spectacle! Every 
nook, cranny, ledge and smallest foothold 
has its full quota of birds. Guillemots sit 
basking in the noonday sun or peter egy S| 
solitary eggs, perched so insecurely that. it 
seems as if the slightest touch must send 
them toppling down to the rocks below; 
razor bills peer from cracks and chinks and 
little holes under the big stones, in which 
dark recesses they love to deposit their sole 
egg. Like the guillemot, they reduce the 
family to a minimum, and here and there 
little colonies of kittiwakes have their nests 
of seaweeds and grasses, rude enough affairs, 
but princely compared with the complete 
lack of domestic arrangements peculiar to 
their neighbours. Most of the cliff population 
was away fishing, for the weather had been 
bad recently and food was scarce. 


Hundreds of feet below the sea was thickly 
dotted with the birds, and now and then one 
would burst like a shell from the cliffs and 
fly headlong to the water, or new arrivals 
from the fishing grounds would push and 
squabble for a foothold on ledges aleiaity far 
too crowded, From this the ground rose 
quickly to that part of the island known as 
the South Head. Here the great black. back 
gulls have established TE se in force, and 
the intruder is greeted with deafenin 
screams, yells and vociferations, The and 
here ig covered with a dense growth of blue- 
bells, a variety of dock and vast quantities of 
shepherd’s purse, which pleasantly breaks the 
numerous falls one is apt to incur from the 
mynads of rabbit-burrows which riddle the 
soil. Among the giant boulders and crags of 
this part the cormorants build in hundreds, 
and the snaky metallic birds and their dusky 
hobgoblin offspring litter the evil-smelling 
crags.

Birds were everywhere, and amid a cloud 
of execrating black backs a peregrine falcon 
flew uttering shrill angry cries.

As one tops this head a splendid scene 
meets the eye. Great rocks covered with 
golden lichen put out from a sea of shepherd's 
purse, and the land slopes to more rocks, 
with their hordes of birds. Just clear off 
the welter of breaking surf I saw a large 
seal nosing his way about. With consum- 
mate skill he kept just clear of the great 
breaking waves, and bobbed and circled 
fearlessly in a yeasty pother that would have 
claimed the strongest swimmer. Further on 
round the bend the rocks give way to. a 
beach with huge rounded boulders, backed 
by rabbit-infested overgrown fields. Herein 
our most. beautiful duck, the sheldrake, 
makes its home. I was so fortunate as to 
see a small flock of half a dozen rise quite 
near and fly out to sea. As they passed [ 
could clearly distinguish the rich chestnuta, 
greens and black marking of the plumage— 
like the puffins they favour a burrow, and 
their creamy white eggs were possibly then 
reposing deep down in a hole only some 
hundreds of feet away. Mallards nest on 
the marshy uplands, but how the young 
escape the rapacity of the black backs is a 
strange thing. indeed. 

Other land birds which dwell on the Saltees 
are the rock pipit, a nest of which with young 
1 located, though could not reach; the turtle 
dove, a solitary specimen of which was seen 
feeding around the farmyard—doubtless the 
nest lay mmong the stunted bushes at the 
lack. and the lapwing or peewit. Crows and 
jackdaws were plentiful, and that slaughterer 
of baby birds, the hoody royston, or grey 
crow, winged its ill-omened way across the 
Larks trilled everywhere, blackbirds 
sang mellowly in the briers, and linnets piped 
from the gorse bushes. On all sides was 
wild life, unspoiled by man.

Copyright Designs. 


Unusual Belfast Action. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Tuesday. 
N the Chancery Court, Belfast, to-day Mr. 
| Justice Megaw began the hearing of an 
action for alleged mfringement of copy- 
right of designs of underwear 
‘he plaintiffs were Messrs. Hanna Bros. and 
Co., wholesale underclothing manufacturers, 
Adelaide street, Belfast, and John O'N. Blair, 
designer, Bedford street, Belfast. The de- 
fendants were Messrs. J. and B. Henderson, 
Lid., wholesale underclothing manufacturers, 
Sydney street, West, Belfast. 

The plaintiffs claimed an imjunction to re- 
strain the defendants from inirimging the 
plaintiffs’ copyright; an injunction to compel 
the defendants to deliver up all copies of 
designs wrongfully miade by them or for 
them ; an inquiry as to damages for fraudulent 
misrepresentation and deceit, and the pay- 
ment of such sums as may be found due. 

The Attorney-General (Mr. Babington), in 
opening for the plaintiffs, said that it was an 
unusual and unpleasant sort of action, because 
it charged dishonesty against the defendant 
company. The statement of claim set out, 
he said, that the defendant company had 
within the last s'x years requested Mr. Blair 
to furnish to them certain selections of origi- 
nal artistic designs or patterns from which 
they might select such original artistic de- 
signs or patterns as they might require. ‘The 
defendants undertook to pay for such designs, 
but these representations were false, as the 
defendants, it was contended, knew they in- 
tended wrongfully and in breach of contract 
to copy the designs without payment. It 
was further contended that they had done so. 

“In this action the non payment for the 
design is really a bagatelle,’’ added Mr. 
Babington ‘The real gravamen is that 
having copied these patterns which were sub- 
mitted for approval “ Mr. Blair without in- 
forming him, Mr. Blair then took them back 
into stock and sold them to other customers, 
who found when they got their goods based 
on these designs on the manket that they 
had been forestalled by the defendant com- 
pany, which had put the same designs on the 
market.” 

The hearing was adjourned.

in a brief speech, described the new bridge 
as béing well worthy of the capital of a

The Archbishop was thanked by the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, and by Mr: Walter Baird, 
Vice-Chairman of the Port and Docks Board. 

The Lord Mayor expressed the hope that 
the bridge froukd be loaded day aiter day 
with the merchandise of the country produced 
here, and fhat its beneficial effects on their 
traffic would be felt by the city traders, and 
contribute their quota to the relief of un- 
employment, 


A NECESSITY. | 
Mr. Walter Baird remarked that the 
necessity of providing a new bridge had been 
apparent to all citizens, as the transport 
problem became very pressing owing to the 
great increase of traffic over the bri since 
the establishment of the Free State; but, im 
addition, there was a keen desire to complete 
the work in time for the Eucharistic Congress, 
so that visitors might have a good impression 
of the city. 
“We look forward with confidence,” he 
continued, “to the welcome that will be 
given to visitors. The city has been 
brightened up in a wonderfal aegree; and 
oad and every one is vieing to make the 
city representative of their good-will and 
esteem. There is no marring note, and peace 
reigns supreme, so that all vis: tors may count 
with certainty on a happy time in our midst.” 
Speaking at a subsequent luncheon in the 
Sadibourne Hotel, Mr. Baird, who is Mrs 
the toast of “ The Irish Free State,”’ referred 
to. the absence, through illness, of Mr. 
Charles FE. McGloughlin, the Chairman of 
the Board, of whose death he was not then 
aware. 
Mr. Baird described the first Butt Bridge. 
completed in 1879, at a cost of £44,500, and 
told how so far back as 1896 the matter of 
widening the bridge had been before the 
Board, but difficulties in the way prevented 
anything being done until the Act, which 
was passed in 1928, enabled them to under- 
take the complete rebuilding of the bridge. 


LOCAL ENTERPRISE. 

The new bridge had a clear roadway of 
40 . feet, and two footpaths 11 feet 6 
inches in width, which the Board be 
lieved will be ample for the require- 
ments of road transport for many years. 
It had a central span of 112 feet in 
the clear, and two side spans of 39 feet 6 
inches. The foundations had been carried 
down to and into the rock at 20 feet below 
low water. The central pier of the old bridge, 
which was a considerable impediment to 
barge traffic on the river, has been removed. 
A somewhat better view of that fine old 
building, one of the best of its kind in the 
world, the Custom House, was now obtain- 
able. 

As regards the constraction of the bridge, 
the contractors, Messrs. Gray’s Ferro-Con- 
crete (Ireland), Ltd., had not only carried 
out the werk to the satisfaction of the 
Board’s engineer, but they had completed it 
well within the time specified. Daring con- 
struction the barge and other river traffic 
was carried on without serious interference, 
a matter of supreme importance to the Port 
Boari’s best customer. The entire cost was 
in the region of £60,000. 

All the materials, with the exception of 
the cement and steel, have been obtained 
locally—the granite and stone chippings from 
County Dublin, the gravel from County Kil- 
dare. The bridge was designed under the 
supervision of the Board’s engineer, Mr. J. 
Mallagh, who had the assistance of Pro- 
fessor Pierce Purcell as consulting engineer, 
and Messrs. O'Callaghan and Giron, archi- 
tects, to the latter of whom credit should 
be given for the simple and pleasing appear- 
ance of the ornamentation of the bridge. 


CANNOT BE SELF-SUFFICIENT. 

Turning to the subject of the toast, Mr. 
Baird said that he did not intend to be 
controversial, but wanted rather to throw 
out a hint for consideration. 

In connection with the great export trade

M. HERRIOT’S PRO.- 
GRAMME. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :—In the general outlook, which is 
often more important than the individual 
phrases, of his Ministerial statement to 
the Chamber yesterday, M. Herriot sug- 
gested the new tendencies that may 
expected in the future conduct of French 
policy at home and abroad. Certain 
broad national lines are prescribed for 
every French Prime Minister by the 
geographical position, the recent history, 
the traditions and the cuctoms cf his 
country, arid M. Herriot, as much as M. 
Tardieu or M. Poincaré, has had to in- 
sist upon the sanctity of treaties, and the 
connection between security and disarma- 
ment. He, indeed, more than any of his 
predecessors, has the right to restate the 
policy of arbitration, security and die 
armament; for he was the author of this 
famous formula in the speech he made at 
Geneva when he was Prime Minister for 
the first time eight years ago. 

On the subject of reparations the 
language of the French Prime Minister 
was firm. France, he said, cannot suffer 
to be contested either treaties or con- 
tractual agreements protected by the 
honour of signatures. If the supremacy 
of law were to be withdrawn, the world 
would sooner or later fall back into «a 
system based upon force. Dut his 
Government, he added, is ready to discuss 
any project or take any initiative cal. 
culated to promote greater stability or 
bona fide movements towards reconcilia- 
tion, 

No one will cavil at this firmness tem- 
pered by understanding. It is essential 
that debts should he recognised, even 
when they cannot be paid. It is all 
important that modifications should be 
made by agreement and not by one-sided 
declarations. It is necessary somehow to 
reconcile non-payment with non-repudia- 
tion. Read together with the statement 
made by the new Foreign Minister of 
Germany on Monday, M. Herriot’s speech 
improves the pros that an eement 
will be mil at Lausanne, It does not, 
. course, bhos the ee Government 
rom preparing a constructive policy of its 
own. Jf each participant State will make 
its separate contribution of concession and 
good-will, which are. necessary conditions 
of common recovery, a firm arrangement 
should even now be ; and success 
or failure at Lausanne must have a defi- 
nitely helpful or detrimental effect upon 
the discussions that are to follow at 
Geneva, Ottawa and London.

This can only be achieved ifthe Centre 
Party is prepared to negotiate with the 
Nazis, which: it shows not the slightest 
inclination to do. 

Should the Chancellor’s intervention in 
Prussia fail, there is the possibility that 
the Government may appoint a State 
Commissioner to rule in Prussia; but, as 
this would be a violation of the Constitu- 
tion, and would also be opposed by other 
Federal States, particularly Bavaria, such 
a step would only be taken as a last 
resort. 

The more probable solution of the 
difficulties would be to let the Braun 
Socialist Government act as a ‘‘ Business 
Cabinet ” until the situation in Germany 
generally has been cleared up at the 
Reichstag elections on July ólst. 


GERMANY’S ADVOCATES. 


In the meantime the von Papen Govern- 
ment is preparing to fulfil one of Herr 
Hitler’s demands—namely, to annul the 
decree dissolving his ‘‘ storm troops. ' 

The German delegation to the Lausanne 
Conference, to begin on Thursday next 
week, will probably leave. Berlin for 
Switzerland on Tuesday. Its composition 
has not yet been definitely fixed, but it 
will probably be:—Baron von Neurath 
(Foreign Minister), Dr. von Bulow 
(Under-Secretary), Count von Schwerin 
von Krosick (Minister of Finance), Pro- 
fessor Warmbold (Minister of Economics), 
and Dr. Trendelenburg (State Secretary).

~ Mr. McGILLIGAN (C. na nG., National 
University) said the bill had been described 
as a mustard plaster fore and aft, but to 
him it stood as a test on two points of the 
policy promulgated by Fianna Fail. (ne 
test was contained in the statement that 
Free State produce was only bought by a 
particular country when they could not get 
a substitute material from any other country. 
In these circumstances, they were imposing 
a burden of between a half and three- 
quarters of a million pounds on the people 
of this country. Why should they not test 
the point by holding Free State butter from 
the British ‘market—hold it for ransom until 
the British must buy it? The second point 
of policy was somewhat akin—it was that 
the Free State did not want a particular 
market. The great exploiter of that point 
was the Minister for Industry and Com. 
merce, who told them they could get markets 
elsewhere. Why not test this point now, and 
offer their butter elsewhere than on the 
English market?

FARMERS’ BUTTER NOT HIfT. 
The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE, 
replying, said that there was a pre- 
judice against combined marketing. 
People engaged in the butter industry 
believed that combined marketing had 
failure.

that they were operating at a time when 
prices were rapidly falling, and they did not 
get a fair chance of seeing what. combined 
marketing could do under normal conditions. 
They would have under this bill an advisory 
council, which would have its mind on cem- 
bined marketing.

He 
thought that a closer examination of the bill 
and a closer study of its provisions would 
enable deputies to see that they were not 
going to hit the farmers’ butte? industry in 
any way. . 


CREAMERY BUTTER FIXES PRICE. 

The price of ali butter consumed in the 
country, continued the Minister; was regu- 
lated by the price of creamery butter, and 
if under the Act they put up the price of 
creamery butter artifiviall to the esonsumer 
at home by 4d. a pound, the price of farmers’ 
butter would increase similarly. There was a 
definite gain of a halfpenny per pound in all 
butter exported and a gain of practically 
4d. per pound on butter consumed in the 
country. Of the total amount of butter dis- 
posed of by the farmer about 70 per cent, 
was sold through merchants and the fac- 
tories and 30 per cent. direct to the con- 
sumer, so that the farmer was in exactly the 
same position as the creameries, Farmers 
found it difficult to understand why they 
were getting less for their butter than this 
time last year, but the fact was that 
on the British market, where many 
countries were competing, the price was 
something like 2.2 pence per pound less than 
it was last year, They had at least made a 
very big attempt to save the creameries in 
this bill He believed that they would be 
saved. In certain counties creameries should 
never have been started, but in the creamery 
counties of Munster they would survive. The 
question had been raised whether they were 
not under this bill giving cheap food to John 
Bull at the expense of their own consumers. 
As a matter of fact, they were, at the ex- 
pense of their own consumers, giving the pro- 
ducer more for what he produced, but that 
had nothing to do with Sin Bull. They 
would get the same price in the British market 
for their butter whether they had this bill or 
not.

DEBATE RESUMED. 

The debate was resumed on the report stage 
of the financial resolutions in connection with 
the duties imposed under the Budget. 

Superphos tod 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said they had been told 
that the aim of the tariff was to prevent 1,000 
people being put out of employment, but there 
was no evidence to back up that statement 
beyond a reference to increased imports in the 
first three months of this year. | Deputy 
Dillon and others had pointed out that the 
tariff would remove the lever by which traders 
had beefl enabled to keep down the price of 
home manufactured materials. They were 
told that another lever was to be put into the 
hands of the Ministry through a certain 
piece of price-fixing legislationy What 
was the standard to be taken in relation 
to the price to be fixed? Was it 
not the fact that the home manufacturer 
promised a reduction in prices for the 1931-’32 
selling season, basing that reduction on fore- 
shadowed reductions in the prices of the three 
items—raw material, freight and sacks which 
went to make up the cost of production. Why 
was not that reduction in cost of these three 
items not reflected in reduced prices to the 
consumer at home? Was it not a fact that 
further reductions in these three items had 
now taken place, and were there not two re- 
ductions due to the consumers of this country ? 

The MINISTER for INDUSTRY and COM- 
MERCE (Mr. Lemass) explained that he had 
met a deputation of workers in the industry, 
who adverted to the fact that in a number of 
factories part of the stocks manufactured for 
sale this year were not sold, and that in con- 
sequence the factories were proposing to close 
down much earlier than usual. Because of 
the duty and approaches that the Government 
had made to the manufacturers they had 
managed to arrange that these hardships 
would be avoided. A diminution had taken 
place, but a number of the factories were 
working every other week, If the duty had 
not been imposed the factories would have 
been closed down entirely.

LIMERICK, Tuesday. 
R. JOHN McCORMACK, ‘Chairman of 
M Limerick Count Council, presided at 
a meeting held in Limerick to- day 
under the auspices of the Railway Redundant 
Railway Shopworkers to request the Govern- 
ment to take steps to prevent, if possible, the 
closing of the Limerick Locomotive Works 
and Permanent Way Repairing Department. 

The Chairman pointed out the seriousness 
of the proposal in creating more unemployed 
in a city where unemployment was already 
very acute. During the recent month 125 
men had been disemployed at the Limerick 
Works. The present policy of the Govern- 
ment in carrying all the repairs of the vast 
southern ruil service to Dublin was funda- 
mentally wrong and uneconomic, especially 
considering that Limerick was the best dis- 
tributing centre on the service. 

Alderman Reidy said that it was his 
opinion that the population could not support 
two traffic concerns, and he favoured the re- 
tention of the railways in the general in- 
terests of the county. He strongly deprecated 
centralisation. There was a prospect, he felt, 
that the dock and railway extension scheme 
would be abandoned on account of the 
Government’s milling policy. 

Alderman Bourke, T.D., supported the case 
of the Limerick railworkers. The closing 
could not be justified, and it was a shame to 
have these concerns put out of action. 

It was decided to send a deputation to wait 
on the Free State Minister of Industry and 
Commerce. ,

On ist July last year a complete moratorium 
on foreign debt payments was dec by the

fused the situation, and in the following 
month the Government announced its in- 
ability to meet £2,000,000 of Treasury bills 
und £150,000.000 of short-term advances which 
had fallen due.

Mr. W. R. Campbell, President of the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada, has been 
for some time in this country. The Cana- 
dian Ford Company, under ‘concession granted 
some twenty-five years ago, has the sole right 
to manufacture and sell Ford motor cars, 
trucks, and other products throughout the 
British Empire, excepting the United King- 
dom. The object of Mr. Campbell’s visit is 
to negotiate a reciprocal agreement with Ford 
Motor Company, Ltd., London and Dagen- 
ham, to ensure that the supply of Ford cars 
and other products. throughout the British 
Empire should be derived from an Empire 
factory—i.e., either Dagenham, England, or 
Walkerville, Ontario,, Canada. We are in- 
formed that arrangements have been made 
for the recently announced small 8 h.p. car 
to be manufactured by Ford Motor Com- 
pany, Ltd., and marketed and sold through- 
out the British Empire by the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada, Ltd., and its subsidiary 
companies in India, Australia, South Africa, 
and Singapore, and all other parts of the 
Empire where there is an already established 
organisation of concessionaires and dealers. 
The new 8 cylinder Ford car, recently placed 
upon the market by Mr. Henry Ford, is now 
in full production at the Canadian factory, 
and arrangements have been made for the 
sale of the complete vehicle and component 
parts thereof by the Canadian company to 
the British company for distribution, not 
only in the United Kingdom, but also 
throughout Europe and other portions of 
territories controlled by the British company.

SHIPPING ACTIVITY. 


The 27,000 ton motor ship Britannic, of 
the White Star line, which left New York 
last Saturday for Queenstown, via Boston, 
has on woes over 900 passengers to land at 
Queenstown, where she is due on June llth. 
These are the vanguard of other large num- 
bers of Americans and of Irish people living 
in the United States and Canada. 

On June lith two of the White Star Line’s 
most popular steamers/will leave New York 
for Queenstown and Galway. The Adriatic 
(24,540 tons) will calf at Galway on June 
18th on her way from New York and Boston, 
and land over 400 passengers there before 
proceeding to Queenstpwn, where she will 
land 580 passengers. The 34,350-ton liner 
Homeric will make a special call at Queens- 
town on June 18th with Congress visitors, 
and no Jess than 850 are expected to come to 
lteland by this steamer. 

In additjon to the liners calling at Queens. 
town and Galway, the White Star line will 
have their 16,500-ton liner Doric at Dublin 
during the entire Congress week. She will 
lie in Alexandra Basin and serve as a hotel 
for her passengers. She will make a special 
call at Galway Lefore visiting Dublin to 
enable those of her passengers who so wish to 
land at that port and tour the West of Ire- 
land before the Congress opens. At Dun 
Laoghaire the White Star line will have the 
liner Lapland, 18,866 tons, belonging to one 
of its associated comvanies. She will remain

STATE RECEPTION OF THE 


LEGATE. | 
_ About 20,000 official invitations have been 
issued so far in connection with the State 
reception in honour of Cardinal Lauri, the 
Papal Legate, which will be given by the 
Free State Government at Dublin Castle on 
June 2!st. The Castle buildings themselves 
not being adequate to accommodate ail the 
guests, on account of their being partly 
occupied as Government offices, the Board of 
Works has had two very extensive marquees 
and alsy two tents erected on the Castle 
lawn behind the Metropolitan Guards’ head- 
ar go which is overlooked by St. Patrick’s 

all, 

The entrance to the lawn will be through 
the quaint old stone stairway, or covered in 
bridge, which connects the Castle proper with 
what were formerly the Castle gardens. 

Not since the establishment of the Free 
State has there been so much noise and 
activity within the Castle walls as during 
the past fortnight. Carpenters, painters, 
electricians ,and cleaners haye been work- 
ing at top speed, and h:ve completely trans- 
formed, and in ‘many respects structurally 
altered, the interiors of the chambers recently 
used as the Law Courts. : 

Several rooms on the ground floor under- 
neath the late Supreme Court have been con- 
verted, at considerable expense, into cloak- 
rooms, and on the pathway immediately out- 
side large wooden structures are being erected 
a3 supplementary cloakrooms. 

The old glory of St. Patrick’s Hall, which 
will be the chief reception room, has been 
completely re: red by interior decorations, 
and by the replacement of the Elizabethan 
and Louis furniture, in crimson and gold, 
which formerly adorned the many brilliant 
functions held there. 

Experimental tests of the flood-lighting 
arrangements in and outside t..e Castle were 
carried out last night. and proved highly 
successful. New electric lamps have been 
erected on the entrance gate pillars, which 
have been without: lamps for the past ten 
years or longer. 


CONCLUDING CEREMONY. 

The most remarkable event of the 
Eucharistic Congress proceedings in Dublin 
will be the gathering in Phenix Park for 
the concluding ceremony. In the reserved 
enclosure. before the Altar 16,000 persons 
will find accommodation, and in the larger 
reserved area before the Altar 680,000 persons 
will be assembled in marshalled lines of 
columns of eight. In addition there have 
been provided spaces for divisions of boys 
and girls to the number of many thousands. 
This great gathering will be further swelled 
by hia people, who have not joined with 
the sodalities or parish groups, and by many 
non-Catholic men and women. The Congress 
Committee has no doubt that more than a 
million people will be gathered in the Phenix 
Park.

Forty-two girls and boys sent in essays, 
good, bad ae indifferent, in connection with 
the Royal Zoolngica] Society of Ireland essay 
competition.
